Twenty Miners Entombed in Penn­ 
sylvania by an Explosion 
of Gas. 


BRAVE MEN GOTO THEIR RELIEF 


Fourteen Men on the' Brink of 


Death R eached Just in 
Time. 


Wllkesbarre, Pa., Dec. 2.—-A terrific 
•xplosioti of gas occurred 
yeslerclay 
afternoon in Baltimore shaft No. 2, of 
the Delaware an d . Hudson Coal com­ 
pany. Over twenty miners were Im­ 
prisoned, but at’ a late hour last night 
fourteen had been rescued alive, and 
there was Htill hopes of reacliing the 
other» before the deadly after-damp 
t'laimed them as victims. Imnicdiately 
after the dlMOMter became known rescue 
fcangs descended the shaft, but it was 
some time before the ventilation had 
been so managed that they*could work 
in safety. A party which entered the 
mine at 9:46 last 'night succeeded in 
pushing its way to the plane where the 
imprisoned men had been working, and 
there it stumbled over the bodies of a 
number of uneonscious men. As quick 
as the work could be accomplished they 
were brought to the surface, where a 
corps of 
doctora was In waiting. 
Wrapped in i>1ankets, some of the vic­ 
tims were sent to their homes and some 
to hospitals. The physicians have hopes 
that oil may recover. Had they been 
tn the mine five minutes longer all 
would probably have died of suffoca­ 
tion.

John Healy, one of the rescuers who 
was first to discover the bodies on thè 
plane, says the men were huddled<'lose- 
ly 
together 
They 
had 
apparently 
altandoned all hope of rescue and were 
resolved to die togetlier. The supposi­ 
tion Is that the men, when they real­ 
ized tlieir danger, made tholr way to 
the highest point on the plane. The 
smoke found It.s way to them, however, 
nnd they were all hut suffocnted when 
found. The theory of the t>xploslon is 
that tliere was a fall of nu-k on the 
slope where tlie dynamite was stored, 
that the dynamite exploded and tho 
smoke (llled the plane. 
(¡rlef was 
turned Into Joy when the rescued men 
were brought to the surface. Wtnnen 
and children wept nnd 
strong men 
clasped each other In their arms.

A half hour later the ventilation had 
been improved somewhat and another 
rescue party w»*nt down. They found 
three men . lying uncotiscious In the 
gangway. All the men who escaped 
with their lives had thrilling experi­ 
ences. As siMin as the explosliui oc­ 
curred they made a rush for tlu* main 
gangway. Hume crawled on their hands 
and knees for nearly a mile. They did 
not dare walk, f«*r the f*»r<e of ti>e 
after damp would 
Imve 
prostrated 
lliem. The stroiiKcst reached the fotit 
of the shaft first, for il was a fight fur 
llie and each man was ft»r hlinst*lf. 


ThJ older men had a desperate time. 
Some of them were about to give up 
thi* struggle when tiiey were pulled 
along by their conu’ades who could not 
see them drop in their tracks. Owen 
Murray and John Mlnsh*y were found 
by the rescuers, both were unconscious; 
they will scarcely recover. They were 
found near the foot of tlie plane where 
the explosion occurred. Andrew Mc­ 
Donald, one of the rescuers, nearly ii»st 
his life while attempting to recover the 
body of his brotlier James. He knew 
wiiere it probaldy would be found, en­ 
tered the place, and stumbled over a 
corpse in the darkness. 


He says he recognized his brother's 
clothes by tlie touch. He attempted to 
pull the iMidy out, but was overcome by 
after'dam p and sank unconscious to 
the ground. It was with difticuity that 
h« was brought to the surfai'o. After 
reaching the open air and gaining con- 
sciousneess he vvanted to make a sec­ 
ond trip Into the mine, but was not ai^' 
Imved lo go. The usual heart>rending 
senes were witnessed at the nxaith of 
the shaft when a big dlsaHt»*r occurs.

of telephone arid telegraph services; 
for the government to establish its own 
works for making armor plates. 


The time of the afternoon session jraa 
principally occupied in a discussion ot 
the report of the special committee on 
Immigration. Before that report, how­ 
ever, a multitude of communications 
suggesting the boycotting ot the pro­ 
ducts of various 
manufacturers was 
referred to the executive council with 
power to act. A tuotlon to give the 
executive council autliority to use not 
to exceed $1,000 to aid the International 
Laliel league In organising was adopted. 
The report on immigration recommend­ 
ed that th* Lodge bill now pending In 
congress be passed, and that this be 
the recommendation of the American 
Federation of Labor to congress and 
the president. 


A bill was propo.sed on this subject 
providing that foreign consuls be etni- 
frration agents to pass upon the quali­ 
fications of emigrants before they set 
out for this country’: that all immi­ 
grants received here should 
be re- 
nulred within a reasonable time to be­ 
come naturalized citizens;' that paupers 
and criminals be excluded; that an ed­ 
ucational test be required; that penal­ 
ties for violation of the alien contract 
law be in creased. The bill Is to be re­ 
ferred to the atnilated unions. 


A night session of threehours was held, 
at which the cliarter of steam engln- 
eei*s. No, 6,653, of Chicago, was reyoked, 
tlie union being declared to be com­ 
posed of 'scabs” by one speaker. 
At 
10:15 tiie convention adjourned sine die. 


GREAT MEETING AT NEW YORK. 


Tliouitnudii nather to IteiiiHnd th« R«cog- 
iiitioii uf til« IiiBiiritenla. 


Now York, Dec. 22.—The demonstra­ 
tion In favor of the Cuban insurgents 
under the auspices of the Socl.*ty of 
Anieiioan friends of Cuba last night 
was a reniarkable one. Four thousand 
men marched from East Elglity-.seventh 
street to Cooper Union, led by Franz 
Meyer, a survivor of the 
Vlrginius 
nui.'^sacre. Tlie parade was divided Into 
ti*n columns. A large American flag 
was borne at the head of the procession 
which moved to the strains of a drum 
corps of tlfty pieces, and four bands. 
When the marchers reached Cooper 
Union, the great hall was crowded and 
fi-vv of them were able to wedge their 
way In, The transparencies carried at 
the head of each c<tlumn bore the so­ 
ciety's emblem of American and Culian 
(lags crossed and a deslRii tiiat showed 
the American eagle holding the stars 
and stripes over a globe whlcli was the 
outline of Cuba. 


The larger panels bore portraits of 
Washington, Lincoln and tlie Cuban 
.soldiers, Maceo and tlomez.

pictures 
represented 
the 
Vlrginius 
masacre in 187.1 with the question: 
•'Has the American g«»vernment forgot­ 
ten this?” 


Other transparencies depicted the 
killing of Oeneral Mac eo, with the title 
“.^pain’s latest triumph of murdering 
under the flag of truce,” and eClneral 
Weyler riding In triumph over Cuba 
with the OoddesH of Liberty demand­ 
ing "So far and no farther.” Red hot 
speeches were made demanding the 
recognition of the Cuban 
rebels 
by 
Colonel I'Uhan Allen and others, and 
President Cleveland’s name was loudly 
lilssed. Thousands stood outside unable
